DETERMINES THAT THE COMMISSION HAS NOT ACHIEVED COMPLIANCE WITH § 12 

3–109 OF THIS SUBTITLE AS DEMONSTRATED BY THE REPORT REQUIRED BY 13 

SUBSECTION (D) (C) OF THIS SECTION, THE COMMITTEE SHALL HAVE SOLE 14 

AUTHORITY OVER ANY PROCUREMENT ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMISSION 15 

IMMEDIATELY REPORT TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, IN ACCORDANCE WITH § 16 

2–1246 OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT ARTICLE, ON THE FINDINGS AND 17 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE REGARDING THE FAILURE OF THE 18 

COMMISSION TO COMPLY WITH THIS SUBTITLE. 19 

 

 (D) (C) ON OR BEFORE DECEMBER 1, 2010, THE COMMISSION SHALL 20 

SUBMIT A WRITTEN REPORT TO THE COMMITTEE DEMONSTRATING ITS 21 

COMPLIANCE WITH § 3–109 OF THIS SUBTITLE.  22 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before January 1, 23 

2012, the WSSC Procurement Oversight Committee shall report to the Montgomery 24 

County and Prince George’s County Senate and House delegations to the Maryland 25 

General Assembly, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the State Government Article, on 26 

the status of minority business enterprise participation in procurements for the 27 

Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission. 28 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 29 

June 1, 2010. It shall remain effective for a period of 4 years and, at the end of May 31, 30 

2014, with no further action required by the General Assembly, this Act shall be 31 

abrogated and of no further force and effect.  32
